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100 COMPANIES AND 129 SUBSIDIARY CORPORATIONS 
LISTED ACCORDING TO NET VALUE OF MILITARY PRIME CONTRACT AWARDS 

Fiscal Year 1959 
(1 July 1958 - 30 June 1959) 


The net value of military prime contract awards of $10,000 or 
more to the 100 companies and 129 subsidiary corporations which re¬ 
ceived the largest volume of awards in Fiscal Year 1959 was 73*8$ 
of the U. S. total. This was slightly less than the 74.2$ received 
by the top 100 companies and their subsidiaries in Fiscal Year 1958. 
The amount, awarded to each of the companies and subsidiaries is 
shown in the accompanying list. 

In Fiscal Year 1959 > aircraft and missile contracts accounted 
for 64$ of the value of awards of $500,000 or more to these com¬ 
panies, and electronics contracts accounted for an additional 11$. 
Fifty-nine of'the 100 companies are engaged directly in aircraft 
and missile work, or in electronics and research and development 
work directly related to aircraft and missile programs. Fifteen 
of the 100 are suppliers of aviation gasoline, jet propulsion 
fuels and other petroleum products. Seven are builders of military 
base facilities in the U. S. or overseas. Six are shipbuilders; 
five are electronics manufacturers working primarily outside of 
the aircraft and missile programs; and the remaining eight include 
firms which supply ordnance, vehicles, and transportation or other 
services for the military establishment. 

Four of the 100 organizations are non-profit institutions. 

A large percentage of the prime contract funds received by the 
100 companies is subcontracted out to other firms. Companies on 
this list which submitted subcontract reports to the Department 
of Defense in Fiscal Year 1959 accounted for 88$ of the prime con¬ 
tract awards to all 100 companies. These reporting companies in 
Fiscal Year 1959 paid out 49.6$ of their total military receipts 
to their first tier subcontractors, and of the total of these 
subcontract payments 34-7$ vent to small business firms. 

As in the past, there have been numerous changes in the com¬ 
position of the list; 21 of the companies which were on the Fiscal 
Year 1958 list were not among the top 100 in Fiscal Year 1959- 

General Dynamics Corp. leads the Fiscal Year 1959 list with 
awards of $l,6l6 million, or 7.2$ of the U. S. total as conpared 
with 6.4$ in Fiscal Year 1958. Over 80$ of General Dynamics’ 
awards are in the aircraft and missile programs. Its Convair 















division is the assembly prime contractor for the Atlas, Tartar and 
Terrier missiles, and for the B-5& bomber and F-106 fighter aircraft. 

The Electric Boat Division is a major developer and producer of 
nuclear submarines, and accounted for approximately 10$ of the com¬ 
pany total awards in Fiscal Year 1959* 

Second on the list is Boeing Airplane Co-, with awards of $ 1,167 
million, accounting for 5-2$ of the U. S. total compared with 9*8$ In 
Fiscal Year 1958 , when it was ranked in first place. More than 95$ 
of Boeing's work is in the aircraft and missile programs, including 
contracts for the B~52 bomber and KC-135 tanker, for the Bomarc 
missile system, and for the assembly and test of the Minuteman missile. 

Third on the Fiscal Year 1959 list is North American Aviation, 

Inc., with awards of $1,018 million, which amount to 4.5$ of the U. S. 
total compared to 3*0$ in Fiscal Year 1958* More than 85 $ of its 
work is in aircraft and missiles. Its principal projects now active 
include the Navy A3J attack bomber, T-24 and T-39 trainers, the Air 
Force X-15 experimental aircraft, contracts for assembly and test of 
the Hound Dog missile, for Minuteman guidance equipment. Atlas and Thor 
propulsion equipment, and Polaris ship navigation equipment. Also 
included in the total contract value for this company are Fiscal Year 
1959 awards for the F-108 fighter which was cancelled after June 3C, 
1959, and for the B-70 high speed bomber program, which has now 
been sharply curtailed. The effects of these cutbacks will be re¬ 
flected in the next issue of this report. 

General Electric Co. with $914 million represented 4.1$ of the 
U. S. total against 3*6$ in Fiscal Year 1958, and is fourth on this 
year's list. More than 75$ of its defense work is in the aircraft 
and missile field, including guidance and control equipment for the 
Atlas, Sidewinder, Talos and Tartar missiles, nose cones for Atlas 
and Thor, and fire control equipment for Polaris submarines. It is 
also a producer of aircraft and decoy jet engines. 

Lockheed Aircraft Corp. awards total $899 million, more than 
three fourths of which is in aircraft and missile programs. It is 
a producer of P2V and P3V patrol bombers and the GV-1 tanker for 
the Navy, Air Force F-104 fighter and C-130 cargo planes, trainers 
and target drones. It is one of the principal prime contractors in 
the Polaris missile program.
